4. Claims 1, 2, 4-16, 23, 25, and 26 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
While both Weld ("Recent Advances in A! Planning") and Hess ("Using 

Autonomous Software Agents to Create Next Generation of Decision Support Systems") 
generally disclose a knowledge base containing expert knowledge about business 
process domains, an inference engine coupled to the knowledge base and including a 
partial order planner to determine a plan for achieving at least one goal, a management 
system that collects and distributes the business process data and determines at least 
one goal, and a graphical user interface system, neither reference discloses or suggests 
these features in combination with one or more concept graphs stored in the knowledge 
base; therefore, claims 1, 2, 4-16, 23, 25, and 26 are allowed. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
